Grandstand Wrecked. 
Perhaps the greatest damage was 
done in the Hollywood road territory. 
In Almand park, the old grandstand, 
110 feet long and capable of seating 
1,000 people, was practically torn to 
pieces. Bits of timber and portions 
of corrugated iron roof were found at 
least 1,000 feet from the site of the 
stand. The new grandstand, seating 
1,500, was only slightly damaged. The 
concession stand in the park also was 
wrecked.

WASHINGTON, June 26.—(4)— | 
With Speaker Longworth leading the 
administration forces, the house to- 
day sustained President Hoover's veto 
of the veterans’ relief measure and 
passed a substitute bill to provide 
$50,000,000 in pensions for 200,000 
uncompensated World War service 


men. 

Carrying the overwhelming house 
vote of 365 to 4, the new bill was 
sent to the senate, where quick action 
is planned and a move is under way 


to liberalize its provisions to the same 
basis of Spanish-American War veter- 
ans’ pensions. The senate finance 
committee expects to approve the bill 
tomorrow and submit it to the senate | 


for action, | 

Congressional leaders were inform- | 
ed that President Hoover would look 
with disfavor on any broadening of | 
the measure that would call for expen- | 
ditures in excess of those authorized | 
in the house bill. 

Regardless of the tactics senate | 
democrats are to tgke to broaden the | 
measure, republicah leaders in both 
branches have agreed that congress | 
shall remain in session until veterans’ | 
legislation satisfactory to the chief | 
executive is passed. | 

All but three democrats—Represer- | 
tatives Lanham and Johnson, of Tex- 
as, and Milligan, of Missouri—the lone 
farmer-labor member—Kvale, voted | 
for the new bill. 

Representative Rankin; of Missis- 
sippi, ranking minority member of the 
World War veterans’ eommittee; al- 
though opposed. to the substitute 
measure, asked his democratic col- 
leagues to vote for it with the hope 
that the senate might change it to 
insert provisions that were in the 
measure the president vetoed. 

President Hoover’s veto message 
was read in the house after that 
branch had adopted the resolution to 
give the new Johnson bill the legis- 
lative right of way, with debate limit- 
ed to 30 minutes and no amendment 
permitted. 

In his message the chief executive 
said he could not overlook the “dis- 
criminations and injustices which this 
legislation creates, together with its 
failure to meet the real need that 
exists among our veterans in a senti- 
mental and sound manner.”

BROCKVILLE, Ont., June 26.— 
(Canadian Press.)—-A roaring- explo- 
‘sion caused by a flash of lightning to- 
night was believed to have snuffed 
out the lives of most of the crew of 
42 of a drill boat engaged in dredging 
and blasting in the St. Lawrence river 
near here. 

Eleven ‘men were rescued. The oth- 
er 31 were feared missing and were 
feared to be dead. 

The disaster, the most serious in the 
history of this district, occurred 80 


Demanding greater activity and ef- 
fectiveness from state authorities in 
the enforcement of prohibition, At- 
torney-General Mitchell today out- 
lined plans for a drastic rearrange 
ment of government enforcement 
agencies.

There now are 87 in conformity with 
the judicial districts. 

He explained that the plan would 
bring closer co-operation between the 
United States attorneys who prosecute 
violations and the deputy administra- 
tors who will bear the brunt of en- 
forcement.

Reporting itself hopelessly dead- 
locked, six for conviction and six for 
acquittal, the jury trying F. L. Nor- 
ton, accused of jury tampering, was 
discharged and a mistrial declared by 
Judge Virlyn B. Moore at 6:15 o'clock 
Thursday night, after the body had 
deliberated 4 hours and 35 minutes. 

Hyman S. Jacobs, foreman of the 
jury, told Judge Moore that the panel 
had been divided, 6 to 6, since first 
taking the case and that all of the 
jurors agreed chances for a verdict 
were hopeless. 

Assistant Solicitor-General Ed A. 
Stephens, who was in court when 
the mistrial was.declared, announced 
that the case would be put on the 
calendar for retrial at an earl, date. 

While the jury was debating the 
Norton case, Bruce Baxter, superin- 
tendent of the municipal garage, ap- 
peared with his lawyers and entered a 
plea of guilty to an indictment charg- 
ing bribery and was given a fine of 
$250 or a chaingang sentence of 12 
months. Baxter was given until to- 
day to pay the fine. He announced

FORMER öh p. LEADER 
NES. AT AGE OF G4 


ARMONK, I., June 26.—(4)— 
William aad politician and pub- 
lisher, who ruled. the destinies of the 
republican party in Albany for 25 
years, died at his home here yesterday 
of pneumonia. He was 64 years old, 
In recent years he had been virtually 
retired from politics. 

The political career upon which he 
launched soon after being graduated 
from Harvard Céllege in 1882 reached 
its zenith in 1912, when he was 
credited with engineering the nomina- 
tion of William Héward Taft, there 
by sending Theodore Roosevelt out of 
the party to run on the progressive 
ticket. 

He was a member of the republican 
committee from 1892 to 1914 and 
served as chairman during the last 
three of those years. From 1012 to 
1916 he was a member of the repub- 
lican national committee. 

A year after he left college he be- 
came owner of the Albany Evening 
Journal, which had been founded by 
his maternal grandfather, ‘Thurlow 
Weed. He sold the paper in 1925. 

Four years after he became a mem- 
ber of the republican stdte committee 
he was in control of the party in 
Albany county, a power which he ex- 
tended until be eccupied a place of 
tremendous influence in state and na- 
tional republican politics. His rule 
in Albany was ended by a democratic 
victory in 1921. 

In the campaign of 1912, Mr. Roose- 
velt issued a statement in which he 
referred to Barnes as a “corrupt 
leader.” Barnes brought suit for 
libel. The trial which was conducted 
in Syracuse ended in a verdict for 
Mr. Roosevelt, 

During Barnes’ regime he became 
known as a man with a genius for 
political organization and as a despot 
who brooked no questioning of his 
He elevated unknowns to 
office over night and banished others 
from the political stage as quickly as 
they displeased him. 

He is survived by two sons of his 
first marriage, Thurlow Weed and 
Landen Barnes. He and his first 
wife, who was Grace Davis of Cin- 
einnati, Ohio, were divorced in 1922. 
She now. lives in Nantucket, Mass. 
In 1923 he married Mrs. Maude Fiero 
Battershall, who died a year ago.

No government can proceed with 
intelligence that does -not take into 
account the fiscal effects of its ac- 
tions. The bill, in a K and ex- 
travagant manner, far beyond 
the financial — of the situa- 
tion. General Hines, after renewed 
examination, reports that this bill as 
finally passed will cost $110.000,000 
the first year: that this will increase 
to an annual burden of $235,000,.000, 
and continue during the life of these 
veterans.

And this 
is but a portion of the costs, because 
the bill as enacted contains indirect 
liabilities to the government of uncer- 
tain but very large possibilities. The 
amendments to section 19 of the 
World War veterans’ act will increase 
the liabilities of the government by 
a total over over $40,000,000 and the 
amendments to section 206 or 200 of 
the act will inerease liabilities to a 
substantial but uncertain amount. 

“These costs are beyond the capac- 
ity of the governmeut at the present 
time without increased taxation. They 
are larger than the veterans have 
themselves proposed. 

Potential Obligations. 

“Beyond this, and of vital impor- 
tance, are the potential obligations 
which are created and must finally 
he met. For instance, if we attempt 
to set up a system of relief to vet- 
erans suffering from disabilities in- 
curred in civil life by establishing the 
“presumptions” of this bill, then we 
cannot with fairness stop with a pre- 
ferred group of 75,000 to 100,000 men. 
We shall have to extend these “pre- 
sumptions” step by step over the en- 
tire group of 380,000, the additional 
cost upon the basis of the first 100. 
000 could readily add another 8150, 
000,000 or $200,000,00 a year. If we 
are going to make cash allowances to 
men disabled from sickness or accident 
arising in civil life now in govern- 
ment hospitals, together with cash al- 
lowances to their families, we must 
consider the fate of others in the same 
class who are so unfortunate as not 
to be able to find an empty bed. There
